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Dorothy  Erskine:  A  Tribute 

On  September  22,  Telegraph  Hill’s  most  famous  conservationist,  Dorothy  Erskine,  died  at 
86.  All  Telegraph  Hill  Dwellers  are  saddened,  especially  those  who  have  had  the  privilege 
and  pleasure  of  working  with  her  throughout  the  years. 

Where  would  we  be  without  her?  It  was  Dorothy  and  Morse  Erskine  who  established  the 
first  40-foot  height  limit  on  Telegraph  Hill  back  in  1944,  long  before  they,  as  charter  mem¬ 
bers,  helped  to  found  the  Telegraph  Hill  Dwellers.  While  serving  as  vice  president  and 
director  on  our  board,  she  helped  to  relocate  the  Telegraph  Hill  Neighborhood  Center 
and  was  also  active  on  their  board.  Through  her  efforts,  the  library  and  bocce  ball  courts 
were  added  to  the  North  Beach  Playground.  When  the  first  telephone  wires  went  under¬ 
ground,  she  spearheaded  tree  plantings  on  Chestnut,  Lombard,  Union  and  Montgomery 
Streets.  To  be  sure  that  the  young  trees  got  a  good  start,  Dorothy  ferried  buckets  of  water 
around  in  her  car,  personally  overseeing  their  growth. 

Telegraph  Hill  Dwellers  have  a  tenacity,  determination,  and  love  for  their  neighborhood  that 
is  like  no  other  area  in  the  city.  Dorothy  initiated  this  spirit,  and  in  a  positive  way  she  got 
things  done.  We  can  thank  her,  for  example,  for  the  remodeling  of  Washington  Square. 
Early  on,  Dorothy  persuaded  the  famous  landscape  architect,  Thomas  Church,  to  draw  up 
plans  for  the  park,  and  she  then  arranged  to  have  these  plans  presented  to  the  city  as  a 
gift.  As  you  wander  around  the  park  today,  you  will  notice  a  proliferation  of  Erskines, 
Morses,  and  Wards  on  the  bench  plaques.  After  Dorothy  worked  on  the  design  of  the  park, 
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she  set  to  work  persuading  her  relatives  to  donate  benches,  so  that  we  all  would  have  an 
opportunity  to  enjoy  the  park.  Dorothy’s  work  helped  to  create  the  Bay  Conservation  and 
Development  Commission,  which  protects  our  waterfront,  and  she  was  appointed  vice- 
chairman  by  the  governor.  She  also  helped  to  drive  through  Proposition  J,  setting  aside  10 
cents  on  every  $100  of  assessed  valuation  for  open  space.  That  money  paid  for  our  Vallejo 
Street  steps  project. 

Throughout  the  years,  those  of  us  who  were  close  neighbors  have  had  the  pleasure  of  enjoy¬ 
ing  the  beautiful  little  park  Dorothy  created  on  the  edge  of  the  Chestnut  Street  cliff.  Always 
thinking  ahead,  Dorothy  had  the  foresight  to  have  this  small  strip  of  land  dedicated  as  a  city 
park,  thus  protecting  it  from  development.  A  few  years  ago,  she  planted  trees  at  the  end  of 
Francisco  Street  in  memory  of  her  husband. 

Dorothy’s  efforts  spanned  half  a  century  as  a  “professional  volunteer”— not  just  for  Tele¬ 
graph  Hill  but  for  all  of  the  city,  the  Bay  Area,  and  the  state.  Her  influence  was  widespread: 
she  was  pivotal  in  the  creation  of  the  San  Francisco  Housing  Authority;  she  worked  on  the 
formation  of  Point  Reyes  National  Seashore  and  parklands  in  the  San  Pablo  watershed  area 
and  Angel  Island;  she  helped  secure  the  Avery  Brundage  Asian  Art  collection  for  the  city. 

As  you  walk  the  streets  of  Telegraph  Hill  and  recognize  the  extent  of  Dorothy’s  contribu¬ 
tion  to  our  neighborhood,  do  give  a  nod  of  thanks  to  her  for  the  trees,  the  height  limit,  the 
parks,  and  the  positive  spirit  that  we  will  all  do  our  best  to  carry  on.

I  have  been  in  contact  with  members  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  with  regard  to  the  recent 
replacement  of  the  original  cement  light 
standards  on  Alta  Street  with  unattractive, 
modern  light  poles  that  disrupt  the  char¬ 
acter  of  the  street. 

I  have  recently  located  four  of  the  original 
light  standards  of  the  kind  that  were  re¬ 
placed  on  Alta.  They  are  standing,  over¬ 
grown  and  neglected,  on  city  property  at 
the  Pumping  and  Treatment  Station  at  111 
Bay  Street. 

I  see  no  reason  why  the  DPW  could  not  act 
to  restore  the  long-preserved  character  of 
Alta  Street  by  replacing  the  newly -installed 
“eyesore”  light  poles  at  23  and  90  Alta 
with  two  of  the  old  standards  currently 
being  ignored  at  the  Treatment  Plant.

Over  60  merchants,  mostly  in  North  Beach, 
have  contributed  over  100  prizes  to  the 
Save  North  Beach  Housing  raffle  held  on 
Columbus  Day.  The  Friends  and  Neighbors 
of  1000  Montgomery  wish  to  publically 
thank  the  individual  merchants  who  have 
contributed  towards  this  successful  fund 
raiser.  THD  and  merchants,  working  with 
each  other,  realize  the  importance  this 
case  has  to  the  community.  It  is  more 
than  the  loss  of  homes  for  long  time  res¬ 
idents  at  stake,  it  is  the  very  character 
of  North  Beach  which  is  at  issue. 

If  the  conversion  of  these  17  apartments 
to  offices  succeeds,  the  fabric  of  North 
Beach  is  threatened.

ENDORSING  CANDIDATES  FOR 
POLITICAL  OFFICE 

In  1978  a  committee  was  established  to  re¬ 
vise  the  THD  By-Laws  and  the  1956 
Articles  of  Incorporation.  Past  experience 
had  shown  the  need  to  more  clearly  de¬ 
lineate  the  responsibilities  of,  and  require¬ 
ments  for,  officers,  directors,  committee 
chairs,  and  spokespeople  for  THD.  There 
was  also  a  need  to  revise  the  Articles  of 
Incorporation  to  conform  with  current 
provisions  on  tax-exempt,  nonprofit  cor¬ 
porations. 

The  appointed  committee  duly  amended 
the  By-Laws  and  Articles  in  1978  and  these 
can  be  obtained  from  our  Financial  Secre¬ 
tary,  Virginia  Sletteland,  448  Greenwich 
Street,  781-4352. 

At  a  recent  June  15th  meeting  of  the  THD 
board  of  directors,  a  motion  was  passed  to 
consider  amending  the  By-Laws  to  elimi¬ 
nate  the  provisions  that  prohibit  the  en¬ 
dorsement  of  candidates  for  political  office. 
Such  an  amendment  would  clearly  jeopar¬ 
dize  THD’s  status  as  a  tax-exempt,  non¬ 
profit  organization.  Because  of  this  and 
also  because  of  the  potential  divisive  effect 
on  the  THD  membership,  the  president  and 
the  board  of  directors  have  decided  not  to 
endorse  candidates,  although  they  did  agree 
to  compile  a  profile  of  voting  patterns  of 
supervisors  on  issues  that  are  relevant  to 
our  neighborhood. 

Still  unresolved,  however,  is  the  problem  of 
increasing  our  effectiveness  at  City  Hall. 
“Born  in  battle”  (to  quote  the  late  Dorothy 
Erskine),  THD  has  won  victories  in  the 
past  because  volunteers  have  shown  up  in 
force  when  needed.  With  the  proliferation 
of  planning  and  zoning  issues,  our  present 
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board  has  been  very  active  at  City  Hall,  but 
they  still  need  volunteers  to  appear  on 
critical  neighborhood  issues.  Don't  wait  to 
be  called.  Please  use  the  list  of  committee 
chairs  on  page  2  to  volunteer  your  services.

The  Hill  Dwellers  lost  a  dedicated  member 
with  the  death  of  Mary  Elizabeth  Brother- 
ton  of  116  Alta  Street.  Liz  served  on  the 
board  and  devoted  time  and  considerable 
ability  to  environmental  causes.  She  was 
also  an  expert  on  THD  history  and  recently 
served  on  the  board’s  safety  committee. 
Apart  from  her  THD  involvement,  she  was 
co-author  of  a  Chinese  cookbook  and  a 
devoted  volunteer  with  the  American  Civil 
Liberties  Union. 

Liz  seldom  missed  a  dinner  meeting  or  the 
annual  Coit  Tower  picnic  until  her  last, 
brief  illness.

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COIT  TOWER  IMPROVEMENTS 

A  rehabilitation  project  costing  in  excess  of 
$150,000  has  recently  been  completed  at 
Coit  Tower.  Funded  from  the  renovation 
portion  of  the  city’s  Open  Space  Program 
and  other  sources,  the  improvements  in¬ 
clude  a  heating  system,  a  new  roof,  pro¬ 
tective  stanchions  in  the  mural  rooms,  a 
closed  circuit  video  security  system,  and 
the  provision  for  a  gift  shop  to  be  located 
in  an  area  formerly  used  for  storage. 

After  the  restoration  of  the  murals  was 
completed  in  the  mid-1970’s,  glass  par¬ 
titions  were  installed  to  protect  the  frescos 
from  further  damage.  Unfortunately,  this 
severely  limited  public  access  to  these  art 
treasures.  The  partitions  have  come  down, 
and  now  the  combination  of  stanchions 
and  video  monitoring  should  offer  ade¬ 
quate  protection  against  future  vandalism. 

To  keep  the  mural  rooms  as  uncluttered  as 
possible,  all  the  renovations  were  installed 
on  the  roof.  This  necessitated  erecting 
glass  barriers  at  two  locations  commonly 
used  by  kids  to  scale  the  roof. 

In  addition  to  the  interior  renovations, 
$12,500  has  been  earmarked  for  improving 
the  pathways  throughout  Pioneer  Park  and 
for  landscaping  and  replanting  the  area. 

As  Coit  Tower  nears  its  50th  birthday,  it  is 
becoming  apparent  that  a  complete  restora¬ 
tion  of  the  building  will  soon  be  required. 
Small  areas  of  deterioration  pock  the 
entire  surface  of  the  tower.  This  is  caused 
by  the  rusting  of  the  iron  reinforcement 
bars  where  they  meet  the  stucco  facade. 
Although  not  an  immediate  threat  to  the 
structural  integrity  of  the  building,  costly 
steps  will  soon  have  to  be  taken  to  insure 
the  future  soundness  and  beauty  of  our 
unique  landmark.

Planning  and 
Zoning  Update 

475  Lombard ,  Figone  Condominiums.  On 
September  23,  1982,  the  City  Planning 
Commission  sent  the  developer  back  to 
the  drawing  board,  recommending  that 
the  7-unit  project  on  the  2-lot  site  be 
scaled  down  in  height.  A  large  contigent 
of  neighbors  testified  against  the  project, 
and  more  than  200  neighbors  signed  a 
petition  against  it.  See  the  next  Semaphore 
for  outcome  of  the  October  14th  meeting. 

Zoning  of  North  Beach.  Interim  zoning 
controls  are  in  effect  until  August,  1983, 
for  the  Columbus  Avenue  corridor,  after  a 
petition  was  filed  calling  for  reductions 
both  in  current  height  limits  (from  65  to 
40  feet)  and  in  commercial  use  of  buildings 
above  the  first  floor.  On  May  6,  1982,  the 
City  Planning  Commission  agreed  to  a 
study  of  rezoning  and  to  interim  zoning 
similar  to  that  called  for  in  the  petition 
filed  by  THD  on  August  28,  1981.  The 
zoning  temporarily  in  effect  does  not  call 
for  the  lower  height  limits  proposed  by  the 
neighborhood  petition. 

Washington  Square  Inn.  A  one-story  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  Inn  was  approved  by  the  City 
Planning  Commission  on  October  7.  THD 
sanctioned  the  third-story  addition  after 
seeing  plans  of  the  project.  In  a  letter  to 
Planning  Department,  the  owners  expressed 
support  for  the  neighborhood  rezoning  pro¬ 
posals. 

Landmark  Status  for  Telegraph  Hill  side. 
Dwellers  on  the  east  side  of  the  hill  are 
seeking  landmark  status  for  the  hillside,  in 
the  face  of  proposed  construction  of 
several  7-story  commercial  buildings  on 
Sansome  Street.  Construction  has  begun  at 
the  site  of  1299  Sansome  (King  Antiques), 
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and  buildings  are  proposed  for  1171  and 
1005  Sansome.  An  Environmental  Impact 
Report  is  required  for  the  project  at  1171 
Sansome. 

Savings  and  Loan  Moratorium.  A  one-year 
extension  to  September,  1983,  of  the  mor¬ 
atorium  on  financial  institutions  in  North 
Beach  was  approved  by  the  Planning  Com¬ 
mission.  THD  supported  the  extension  of 
the  controls. 

Italian  Village  Site.  The  corner  of  Green 
and  Columbus  is  being  turned  into  a  savings 
and  loan  institution  and  two  shops.  The 
compromise  agreed  to  by  the  developer, 
Coast  Federal  Savings,  addressed  THD  con¬ 
cerns  that  neighborhood-serving  businesses 
be  retained  on  the  site.  The  S&L  will  oc¬ 
cupy  the  corner  of  the  building  and  Pica- 
dilly,  a  dress  shop,  has  signed  a  lease  for  the 
Columbus  Avenue  side;  a  second  commer¬ 
cial  space  on  Green  Street  is  available.  The 
building  owner  initially  agreed  to  subsidize 
rent  to  relocate  Rossi  Pharmacy  from  its 
present  site  at  Union  and  Stockton,  but 
when  Rossi  renegotiated  a  new  lease,  Coast 
Federal  Savings  agreed  to  shift  funds  re¬ 
served  for  Rossi  to  support  the  Telegraph 
Hill  Neighborhood  Center  in  monthly  in¬ 
crements  of  $300  for  5  years,  which  is  a 
total  of  $18,000  for  the  center. 

407-415  Lombard.  Construction  on  a  top- 
floor  addition  to  the  building  has  con¬ 
tinued,  although  no  permit  has  been  issued 
as  of  October  8,  1982.  After  concerned 
neighbors  complained  to  the  City  Permit 
Bureau,  a  permit  was  sought  in  August,  and 
the  application  was  under  review  when  the 
Semaphore  went  to  press. 

Parking  Garage  Conversion ,  Fisherman's 
Wharf.  A  4-story,  280-space  public  garage 
at  350  Beach  Street  will  be  converted  to 
commercial  space  with  private  parking  for

As 
of  October  7th,  the  department  advised  the 
Fisherman’s  Wharf  Association  that  they 
would  undertake  discretionary  review  of 
the  project  and  had  requested  a  study  de¬ 
tailing  the  impact  of  the  loss  of  public 
parking.

EMBARCADERO  FREEWAY  REMOVAL 

Public  hearings  continue  on  the  alternatives 
to  be  considered  for  traffic  along  the  water¬ 
front  corridor.  At  their  last  membership 
meeting,  THD  resoundingly  reaffirmed  sup¬ 
port  for  the  removal  of  the  elevated  Embar- 
cadero  Freeway.  The  THD  Waterfront 
Committee  called  for  a  comprehensive 
transit  program  in  the  area,  including: 

1.  A  ground  level,  landscaped  boulevard  of 
no  more  than  2  lanes  in  each  direction, 
with  appropriate  turn  lanes. 

2.  A  light  rail  (streetcar)  system,  connect¬ 
ing  the  SP  Depot,  the  Embarcadero,  and 
Fort  Mason  (the  “E”  line). 

3.  Appropriate  intercept  parking. 

4.  Consideration  given  to  land  use  criteria, 
consistent  with  BCDC,  SF  NE  Water¬ 
front  Plan,  Redevelopment  housing,  and 
open  space  plans. 

5.  Opposition  to  a  proposal  to  run  60 
Southern  Pacific  trains  daily  (average 
length  500  ft.,  drawn  by  heavy,  noisy 
and  polluting  diesel  engines)  from  the 
Southern  Pacific  Depot  along  the  water¬ 
front  to  the  Rincon  Annex/Ferry  Build¬ 
ing  area. 


ENVIRONMENTAL  REVIEW  OF 
PIER  43  HELICOPTERS 

The  environmental  review  section  of 
the  Planning  Department  is  conduct¬ 
ing  a  study  to  determine  whether  an  EIR 
is  required  for  continued  sightseeing  heli¬ 
copter  services  on  Pier  43.  Many  neigh¬ 
borhood  groups,  the  Sierra  Club,  the 
Park  and  Recreation  Department,  and 
others  who  have  long  opposed  this  public 
nuisance,  have  filed  requests  that  such  an 
EIR  be  mandatory.

Scat¬ 
tered  supporters  applauded  along  the  lower 


parade  route,  but  nothing  matched  the 
thunderous  welcome  that  greeted  David 
Dibble’s  pickup  truck  as  it  crossed  Broad¬ 
way  into  North  Beach.  Cheering  sidewalk 
celebrants  enjoying  al  fresco  luncheons 
lined  the  Columbus-Stockton  corridor. 

Former  THD  presidents  Dibble,  A.  Halsted, 
and  B.  Tibbits  led  the  troupe  of  stalwarts 
that  included  J. Dolan,  K.Koelsch,  Ross  Tib¬ 
bits,  M.  Gwathmey,  H.  Kosovitz,  J.  Robiola, 
L.  Burwell,  and  an  injured  young  lady  from 
the  drill  team  that  preceded  our  contingent. 

Placards  urging  “40  foot  height  limit”  and 
“Stop  office  creep”  elicited  warm  response 
all  along  the  parade  route.  The  THD  truck 
carried  8-foot  identifying  signs  (thanks  to 
H.  Kosovitz  and  J.  Robiola),  and  these  left 
no  doubt  about  the  identity  of  the  220th 
entrant.  Next  year  we  intend  to  submit 
early  so  that  our  parade  position  will  be 
improved.
